I beg  to  present  herewith  my  Third  Annual  Report  as  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Healtli  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition 
of  the  Foleshill  Rural  District  for  the  Year  1923. 


This  is  again  an  Ordinary  Report,  as  per  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

A map  of  the  District  is  given,  showing  the  surrounding 
Local  Authorities. 


The  most  noticeable  particular  is  the  large  number  of  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  for  the  year,  for  which  increase  I am  unable 
to  assign  a cause  within  our  control. 


The  Death  Rate  of  infants  under  one  year  is  still  very 
satisfactory,  and  shews  the  work  done  by  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres.

No  special  causes  of  sickness  and  invalidity  of  a noteworthy 
character  have  occurred  in  the  District  during  the  year  under 
review.

There  are  two  Voluntary  Nursing  Associa- 
tions—one  in  the  Parish  of  Bedworth  and  one  in  the  Parish  of 
Foleshill.

-Hospital  provided  by  a Joint  Committee 
at  Bramcote,  but  at  present  used  as  a Sanatorium 
by  the  Coventry  and  Warwickshire  Joint  Commit- 
tee for  Tuberculosis.  In  case  of  a serious  epidemic 
of  Small  Pox,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  Joint  Committee  to  vacate  the  Hospital  at  a 
few  hours’  notice. 
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Voluntary  Committees.  Services  of 
County  Health  Visitors  lent  by 
County  Council. 


The  Nuneaton  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Committee, 
of  which  this  Council  forms  part,  are  in  agreement 
with  the  Coventry  Corporation  to  receive  cases  of 
Small  Pox  occurring  in  the  Joint  Committee’s  area 
into  the  Hospital  for  Infectious  Disease  situate  at 
Pinley,  Coventry. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases. — Local  Authority  provides

guaranteed. 

Laboratory  Work, 

Specimens  of  sputum  are  forwarded  for  bacteriological 
examination  to  Birmingham  University,  and  the  results  are 
forwarded  to  me. 

A stock  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Council 
Offices,  and  is  issued  to  the  Practitioners  as  they  require  it. 

Notification  of  Births  Act. 

The  supervision  of  this  work  is  carried  out  by  Health  Visi- 
tors appointed  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council,  and  I have 
received  a copy  of  the  Health  Visitors’  Reports,  which  I append. 

FOLESHILL  INFANT  REPORT,  1923, 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1923,  1 visited  386 
new  babies,  and  paid  505  re-visits. 

Of  the  new  babies,  289  were  breast  fed,  20  breast  and  bottle 
fed,  and  77  bottle  fed.  I found  that  a number  of  young  mothers 
wean  their  babies  very  quickly,  under  the  mistaken  idea  that 
their  milk  does  not  suit  tlie  baby,  or  does  not  satisfy  it.  If 
these  young  mothers  can  be  persuaded  to  attend  an  Infant  Wel- 
fare Centre  early  enough,  and  see  for  themselves  the  weekly 
gain  the  baby  is  making,  they  realise,  in  many  cases,  that  the 
milk  supply  is  quite  sufficient  to  keep  the  baby  on  the  breast. 

There  were  87  boat  bottles  in  use,  and  one  long  tube,  I am 
sorry  to  say.  I bad  hoped  they  had  gone  out  altogether. 

199  babies  slept  in  cots,  and  186  were  without  comforters, 
both  figures  being  larger  than  those  of  last  year. 

363  babies  were  dressed  in  wool  entirely  next  their  skin. 
Th  is  proportion  increases  every  year.  There  are  very  few  bad- 
ly-clothed infants  found  in  the  district. 

There  were  fewer  babies  found  in  unsatisfactory  health  on 
first  visiting  also,  23  only,  while  363  were  satisfactory.  I still 
found  that  children  from  one  to  three  years  need  more  care. 
This  is  a difficult  time  for  most  children,  and  the  care  and  ad- 
vice of  the  Doctor  at  the  Centre  is  needed  quite  as  much  as  in 
earlier  months,  though  it  is  hard  to  get  the  mothers  to  realise 
this. 
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I made  106  attendances  at  the  I.W.O.’s  of  Stoke  Heath, 
Longford,  Binley,  and  Keresley.  There  were  1,969  attendances 
of  mothers  and  2,353  of  children  at  the  Centres  during  the  year.

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1923,  Mrs.  Perren 
made  237  first  visits  to  babies  in  Bedworth,  and  105  re-visits 
were  made. 

Out  of  this  number,  only  fifteen  were  bottle  fed,  and  in  no 
case  was  the  long  tubed  bottle  being  used. 

The  clothing  and  health  of  the  infants  appeared  satisfac- 
tory, only  one  case  of  neglect  being  reported. 

The  housing  and  sanitary  conditions  found  when  visiting 
notified  births  were,  on  the  whole,  good. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  of  infants  at  the  Bed- 
worth  I.W.O.  up  to  five  years  of  age  was  1,706,  there  being  68 
babies  under  12  months  on  the  register. 

Sewag'e  Works. 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  (Mr.  A.  E.  Newey)  reports  to 
me  as  follows  witfi  regard  to  Sewage  Works  in  the  District : — 

Bedworth. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  held  an  Inquiry  into  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Council  for  a loan  to  carry  out  the  reconstruction 
of  the  Bedworth  Sewage  Works.  This  Scheme  comprises  four- 
new  circular  bacteria  beds,  86  ft.  in  diameter,  two  storm  water 
tanks,  sludge  lagoons,  and  the  replacing  of  a portion  of  the  12  in. 
C.  I.  outfall  sewer  with  one  15  in.  in  diameter.  It  is  anticipated 
that  this  Scheme  will  be  commenced  and  completed  during  1924. 

POLESHILL. 

Two  of  the  rectangular  bacteria  beds  are  now  being  taken 
down,  the  material  washed,  and  rebuilt.  These  Works  continue 
to  give  satisfaction. 

My  Report  of  last  year  mentioned  the  manner  in  which  the 
sewage  is  dealt  with  in  the  Parishes  of  Exhall,  Keresley,  Shil- 
ton, Binley,  Walsgrave-on-Sowe,  Copsewood  Estate,  Stoke,  and 
Stoke  Heath,  and  the  conditions  are  the  same  as  were  tlien 
stated.

Mr.  Bond  reports  as  follows  : — 

Seaveng'ing’. 

The  work  of  Scavenging  is  carried  out  in  five  Parishes  of 
the  Distiict,  viz.,  Bedworth,  Exhall,  Poleshill,  Stoke,  and  Stoke 
Heath,  with  a total  population  of  approximately  30,000  persons. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  Contractors,  and  has  been  done 
in  a satisfactory  manner,  with  the  exception  that,  in  one 
Parish,  viz..  Stoke,  your  Council  deemed  it  necessary  to  cancel 
the  contract  of  the  firm,  owing  to  the  negligent  manner  in 
which  they  were  doing  the  work.  A fresh  contract  was  en- 
tered into  with  another  firm,  and  the  work  was  proceeded  with 
in  a much  more  satisfactory  way. 

All  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  on  tips  in  various 
parts  of  the  Parishes.  A few  complaints  have  been  received 
from  persons  living  in  the  vicinity  of  these  tips,  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  engage  a man  in  two  of  the  Parishes  to  at- 
tend to  the  cleansing  and  soiling  over  of  the  tips,  and  I do  not 
anticipate  any  more  serious  complaints  from  this  source. 

With  regard  to  the  Scavenging  of  the  Parish  of  Exhall,  the 
most  unsatisfactory  part  of  the  work  is  in  connection  with  the 
emptying  of  cesspools,  of  which  there  are  a large  number.  I 
find  tliat  most  of  these  cesspools  are  not  water-tight,  even  in  a 
great  number  of  bouses  that  have  been  erected  this  last  few 
years,  as  most  of  them  are  constructed  in  waterlogged  ground, 
and  the  consequence  is  that  the  subsoil  water  percolates 
througl)  the  brickwork  and  fills  up  the  cesspool,  the  drains  be- 
come choked,  and  soapsuds  find  their  way  into  ditches,  which  in 
time  become  ott'ensive  and  foul. 

It  seems  to  me  that,  in  the  near  future,  your  Council  will 
have  no  alternative,  especially  at  the  rate  the  Parish  is 
growing,  but  to  consider  the  question  of  the  provision  of  a 
Sewerage  Scheme  for  this  Parish. 

In  the  north-west  portion  of  this  Parish,  a considerable 
number  of  houses  are  being  erected  by  a Colliery  Co.,  and  I am 
very  pleased  to  say  that  provision  has  been  made  by  them  for 
dealing  with  the  sewage  from  same  by  an  installation  of  a most 
up-to-date  system. 

With  regard  to  two  other  Parishes  in  the  District,  viz., 
Binley  and  Wyken,  a large  number  of  houses  owned  by  a Col- 
liery Co.  are  scavenged  by  the  owners,  and  this  work  is  done  in 
a satisfactory  manner.

Id  the  tabulated  statement  above,  the  majority  of  privies 
with  fixed  and  movable  receptacles  are  situate  in  portions  of 
the  Parishes  where  no  sewers  are  available. 


Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Miikshops  Order. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  Dairies,  Cowsheds, 
and  Miikshops  in  the  District  during  the  year,  and  the  premises 
have  been  found  generally  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Only  in 
one  or  two  instances  liave  I been  compelled  to  ask  for  the  re- 
construction of  the  drainage  system. 

There  are  101  Retail  Milk  Purveyors  on  the  register,  and 
73  Wholesalers  and  Producers. 

Offensive  Trades. 

The  premises  wherein  these  Trades  are  carried  on  have 
been  inspected  periodically,  and  have  been  found  in  a cleanly 
condition  and  the  Trades  carried  on  satisfactorily. 

With  regard  to  the  complaint  in  my  last  Annual  Report 
respecting  a smell  aiising  from  a Bone  Boiling  Works,  the 
Council  have  made  Byelaws  for  the  Regulation  of  all  Offensive 
Trades  in  the  District. 

Public  Notice  has  been  given  that  the  Council  intend  to 
apply  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  conformation  to  its  Bye- 
laws, and  it  is  anticipated  to  have  the  Byelaws  in  force  in  the 
course  of  a few  weeks  from  the  date  of  this  Report. 

Slaug‘hterhouses. 

There  are  nine  registered  and  nineteen  licenced  Slaughter- 
houses in  the  eight  Parishes  covered  by  the  Byelaws,  and  these 
premises  have  been  frequently  inspected,  and  found  to  have 
been  kept  in  good  condition. 

Faetopy  and  Workshops  Aet,  1901. 

The  Factories,  Workshops,  and  Woi'kplaces  situate  in  the 
District  have  been  visited,  and  the  condition  of  the  premises, 
also  the  sanitary  conveniences,  have  been  found  in  good  order, 
with  the  exception  of  a few  instances,  where  I have  probably 
found  a lavatory  not  in  proper  working  order  ; but,  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  a notice,  the  matters  were  speedily  attended  to. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  Pablic  Supply  at  Bedworth  continues  to  give  satisfac- 
tion, and  I append  a copy  of  the  last  analysis.

The  Coventry  Corporation  supply  the  Parishes  of  Poleshill, 
Binley,  Exhall,  VValsgrave-on-Sowe,  and  Keresley,  and  I under- 
stand that  the  Supply  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  hamlet  of  Black  Bank,  in  the  Parish  of  Exhall,  has 
been  very  badly  off  for  a proper  Supply,  the  Water  being  ob- 
tained from  wells  iu  the  vicinity  of  the  property.  I was  in- 
structed to  take  samples  of  Water  from  these  wells  for  analysis, 
and,  in  most  of  the  cases,  the  Water  was  unfit  for  drinking  pur- 
poses, and  application  has  been  made  to  the  Coventry  Corpora- 
tion to  extend  their  mains  to  supply  this  property,  and  I have 
every  good  reason  to  believe  that  this  improvement  will  be 
carried  out  shortly. 

Petroleum  Acts. 

During  the  year,  25  Licences  were  granted  for  the  storage 
of  Petroleum,  and  9 for  the  storage  of  Carbide  of  Calcium. 


Two  prosecutions  were  undertaken  during  the  year  in  re- 
spect of  nuisances,  viz.,  one  relating  to  defective  drainage  on 
premises,  and  the  other  with  respect  to  a nuisance  arising  from 
a factory  chimney  sending  forth  black  smoke.  In  both  in- 
stances, the  Magistrates  made  an  Order  for  the  abatement  of 
the  nuisances  upon  the  owners,  and  the  Order  was  complied 
with  in  each  case.
